And we worry since the Smithsonian News Service 
recently stated that Americans are writing fewer letters 
these days and for the most part aren't keeping diaries. 

Oh well, we always have tape recorders, they say. And 
maybe these first so-called oral history interviews aren't 
so bad after all. 

Pioneered at Columbia University in the late 1940s, 
these interviews recorded the memoirs of political and mili¬ 
tary leaders who had participated in WWII, Generals Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Omar N. Bradley, to name two. 

Since then, the technique has become more and more 
valuable as a resource for such organizations as the Smith¬ 
sonian's Archives of American Art where millions of original 
research materials deeded by artists, collectors, critics and 
others document U.S. cultural history. 

And now thousands of families and local history buffs 
also are finding tape cassettes useful tools for puzzling to¬ 
gether their own heritage. 

And many families find them easier to use in lieu of 
letters — talk into the tape machine while you perform home 
duties with your hands and it saves the effort of writing 
a letter. Then just drop the tape in the mail and prepare 
to receive another "listening letter" in return. 

But things can and do go wrong. According to the 
Smithsonian News Servce, "A 1959 interview in the Ar¬ 
chives' collection with the American realist painter Edward 
Hopper produced little more than a series of blunt 'yes' 
and 'no' replies to questions about the theme of his work — 
loneliness and alienation in America. At last, when Hopper, 
eager to talk about prices his paintings were commanding, 
began to open up a bit, Mrs. Hopper cut in, 'Edward, don't 
you discuss that'." 

Perhaps thats what Mrs. Nixon said to President Nixon 
and that s why there s still that 18-minute lapse on his famed 
tapes.

With another election just 
completed one has to won¬ 
der what effect the num¬ 
erous polls and predictions 
have on the voters. In their 
zeal to scoop one another, 
television stations rely on 
their polls and predictions 
to determine a winner and 
may seriously affect the out 
come of elections at least on 
a local level. 

Nearly half of all eligible 
voters did not cast ballots in 
the recent election, marking 
the fourth straight decline in 
turnout for a presidential 
election and the lowest voter 
turnout in 32 years. 

An Associated Press pro¬ 
jection put the estimated to¬ 
tal vote at approximately 
84.9 million of the nation’s 
160.5 million eligible voters, 
a 52.9% turnout. 

The reasons for the low 
turnout may be very scien¬ 
tific nationwide, but as for 
the .Vest Coast voters, we 
were cheated. Intending to 
cast ballots on the way home 
from work, many West 
Coasters found that before 
they could make it to the 
polling places, NBC had al¬ 
ready declared Reagan a 
winner earlier that after¬ 
noon and President Carter 
had conceded three hours 
prior to closure of the polls 
in the Western states. 
Granted, some voters may 


Carter's early concession 
speech and NBC’s projec¬ 
tions most assuredly promp¬ 
ted some voters not to bother 
to make the trip to the polls, 
thereby denying local candi¬ 
dates and propositions their 
votes. 

The new technology of 
television allows news broad¬ 
casters to predict winners 
before we on the West Coast 
have a chance to make our 
preferences part of the re¬ 
cord. Is it just a sign of the 
times, consequence of the 
advanced technologies avail¬ 
able to our society today? 

Maybe we should not be 
so quick to criticize televi¬ 
sion news broadcasts, as 
they are merely reporting 
the facts as they see them 
to the public as a whole. But 
it is a contradiction of sorts, 
on one hand news stations 
are urging us to get out and 
exercise our right to vote, 
and on the other hand they 
are predicting the winners 
before we can do just that. 

Is it any wonder that voter 
turnout is steadily on the 
decline? Has the West Coast 
been disenfranchized front 
the rest of the United 
States?

Tax Relief Available 
For Fire Victims 


Oldest Living 
Organism ? 


Scientists tell us they think the earth's oldest living 
organism may be the scraggly creosote bush, a desert in¬ 
habitant for 10,000 years, and they say, "an irreplaceable 
link to the history of climate in the southwest." 

Frank Vasek, botanist from UC Riverside, has shown 
that creosote bushes growing in circular dusters are direct 
offshoots or "clones" of a single individual. Some may be 
over 10,000 years old, twice the age of the bristlecone pine 
and three times that of the majestic redwoods— Everyone 
had thought the redwoods were the world's oldest living 
things. 

Vasek's findings, published in the "American Journal of 
Botany" say the plant that appears to suffer a slow star¬ 
vation on the desert floor is in fact a champion of sur¬ 
vival. 

"The oldest we found, dubbed King Clone, is 11,700 
years old by our estimates. We believe it was one of the 
first life forms to colonize the Mojave Desert when the lest 
glacier receded and that it has been continuous ever since," 
Vasek contends. 

Vasek was the first to see e ring of separate creosote 
bushes as all part of the same living thing. Vasek mea¬ 
sured the growth rate two ways — by counting the growth 
rings in existing bushes and by radio-carbon dating of wood 
chunks. Both methods showed the creosote grew about */j 
inch a year. 

If it is the oldest living organism, it's surely the slowest 
growing, also. 

Social Security benefits 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt's signing of the Social 
Security Act August 14, 1935 brought the first Federal law 
to provide direct cash benefits for the economic security 
of the individual citizen. 

And 45 years later social security is a major force in 
the economic life of the American people. This is the only 
program of its kind that assures a continuing income to 
the American family when a worker retires, becomes dis¬ 
abled or dies. 

How might you be affected by Social Security? Here 
are a few statistics showing how the program touches your 
life: 

About 35.1 million persons are now receiving social 
security retirement, survivors or disability benefits. That’s 
about one out of seven in our population. 

;— Close to nine out of 10 jobs are covered by social secur¬ 
ity and generate credit toward retirement, survivors, dis¬ 
ability and hospital insurance benefits. 

— Ninety-four percent of those 65 years and over at the 
start of the year 1980 were receiving social security cash 
benefits or were eligible to receive benefits when they or 
their spouses retired. 

— Approximately 4.2 million needy people with little in¬ 
come or resources who are 65 or over or blind or disabled 
will rceive about $6 billion in Federal supplemental security 
income (SSI) payments in the next fiscal year, 1981.

Stiff Undelivered

The checks for 9684 indivi¬ 
duals and business In the 
Southern California area 
were returned to the IRS by 
the Post Office. 

The largest refund check 
returned was for a business 
account and totalled $98,884. 
The largest amount returned 
to the IRS on an individual 
acount was $21,191. The 
average amount unclaimed 
was $362 for the Individual 
returns and $931 for the 
business returns. 

Many checks became un- 
deliverable when taxpayers 
moved and failed to leave a 
forwarding address with 
their local post office. An in¬ 
correct or incomplete ad¬ 
dress (e.g. an address lack¬ 
ing an apartment number or 
the correct zip code) can also 
cause a refund check to be 
returned. 

Taxpayers who filed on 
time and still have not re¬ 
ceived their 1979 refund 
checks should contact their 
local IRS office as soon as 
possible. Refund checks can 
also be delayed b ecause the 
checks were lost or stolen. 
If this Is the case, the IRS 
can put a tracer on the miss¬ 
ing check. 

Other refunds may be de¬ 
layed because of errors or 
omissions on tax returns. 
The IRS can inform the tax¬ 
payer of the steps needed to 
correct any problems.

Reviews of 
Art Productions 

Saturday evening’s fare for Pasadena Symphony 
Orchestra gracfuuted from a typical small Haydn 
orchestra through a largev group for playing Ravel, 
augmenting to a full orchestra with both piano and 
organ for the Saint-Saens “Symphony No. 3, Op. 78.” 
And all three composed a banquet indeed. 

The violins tn Haydn’s "Symphony No. 98 in B 
flat” were totally rich. The oboe lent a tragic strain, 
probably because it echoed the news of Mozart’s 
death which reached Haydn wihile this symphony 
was being written. 

Maurice Ravel’s “Mother Goose Suite” swept in 
a totally delicate feeling with, its Oriental flavor. 
The violin and piccolo exchanged high notes and 
the English horn, flute and piccolo blended together 
well. 

After intermission and a glance at what re¬ 
sembles a giant Persian rug with Wedgewood in¬ 
serts on the ceiling of the auditorium, the magni¬ 
ficent white Moller - Foort - BBC organ, recently 
installed at Pasadena Civic Auditorium, was raised 
from beneath the stage and rolled Into its place on 
stage. 

John West appeared through the auspices of J. 
B. Nethercutt, chairman of the board of Merle Nor¬ 
man Cosmetics. 

Following the construction of the organ in 1938, 
the 30-ton instrument went on tour in Europe and 
was later acquired by Nethercutt who housed it in 
the Merle Norman Museum at Sylmar. Earlier this 
year, he donated it to the local auditorium. 

Camille Saint-Saens’ “'Symphony No. 3, Op. 78” 
filled the auditorium with its splendor. Both piano 
and organ axe used with full orchestra for the first 
time in the history of music in this great composi¬ 
tion. 

And John West manning the five-manual, 250- 
stop console surely added to the symphony with 
his rendition of the work. 

Daniel Lewis brings with his baton his usual 
excellent knowledge of the music the Pasadena 
Symphony performed Saturday evening. The orohes- 
ra picked up every innuendo of his direction, a com¬ 
pliment to the eight-year music director and con¬ 
ductor of the symphony.

Council members Elaine 
Rudolph. Clem Bnrtnlai and 
Turn Edwards all expressed 
approval of the site ns a 
school. Said Mayor Pro Tern 
Rudolph, “We prefer a 
school. We can’t have the 
school we want but we do 
prefer a school.” 

Councilman Bartolai said 
the citizens of Sierra Madre 
wish it to remain a school. 
He noted that “leasing for 
institutional purp o s e s is 
very, very broad” but use as 
a school appears to be rea¬ 
sonable. 

Councilman Edwards con¬ 
curred, saying, "I want it to 
continue as an educational 
institution." He supported 
the five-year lease concept. 

But there was one dissen¬ 
ting voice. Councilman Car¬ 
lyle Griffin, noting that the 
citizens of Sierra Madre bad 
raised the money to pay for 
the facility, said thev have 
a “jurisdictional right” to it. 
Griffin said there were two 
major issues involved, one 
legal and the other, moral. 

He said the property was 
purchased and the buildings 
constructed through a bond 
issue paid for completely by 
♦he citizens of the town. 

But because the facility 
was given 1o the school 
board free of charge, the city 
is now legally forced to do 
as the school hoard sees fi* 

Griffin said that morallv. 
he thinks the citizens are 
entitled to some portion of 
the profit from any use of 
the school facility. Ho said 
"We, as councilmen, should 
do everything we can to help 
the city. We have the same 


monetary problems the 
school district has.” 

He urged the school board 
to givp consideration to the 
moral aspects of the situa¬ 
tion. 

In response. Dr. Zeroniar. 
said the school officials had 
considered this aspect of the 
problem. He noted that 
County Counsel had re¬ 
searched the matter and con¬ 
cluded there was no legal 
basis for compensating th" 
city for the site. He nddeu 
that any action by the school 
hoard in sharing the income 
from the site with Sierra 
Madre might be considered 
as a gift of public funds. 
This is illegal. 

Mayor Charles Corp asked 
if the school board could ar¬ 
range for the playground and 
school facilities to be avail¬ 
able to the community if the 
property is leased. Dr. Cor- 
tines said this matter had 
been discussed with Mara- 
riatha and that representa¬ 
tives of that school had spe¬ 
cifically agreed to such an 
arrangement noting that 
they also wanted to become 
a part of the community. 

In response to questions 
about how soon a final do 
cision will ho made, the 
superintendent stated that 
the hoard members present 
would report on the meeting 
to the entire school board 
at its next meeting, Decem¬ 
ber 9. He said additional 
discussion will also he need 
ed with Maranatha officials. 

Dr. Cortines said. “I am 
interested in leasing it for 
school purposes as soon as 
possible to prevent additional 
vandalism.” He also noted 
that assessments are now 
being made concerning needs 
to be accomplished for addi¬ 
tional security at this timp. 

Dr. Zeronian said a lease 
of five years or less with 
another educational entity 
could 1)0 completed by the 
hoard upon the statutory IS 
hour notice of meeting. II 
tile ultimate decision is for 
a long-term lease or a lease 
with option to purchase, the 
proceedings would probably 
take at least two to three 
months to comply with the 
necessary statutory re 
qnirpments 

Discussion of the future 
uses of five surplus school 
sites was not the only item 
occupying the attention of 
the school board of the Pasa 
dena Unified School District 
at its special meeting on 
Tuesday. They also con¬ 
sidered salaries. 


Board President Marjorie 
Wyatt announced that School 
Superintendent Dr. Ramon 
C. Cortines was being given 
a salary raise, effective- De¬ 
cember 1, 1980, to $55,000 per 
year. 

In addition, they approved 
a “Side Letter to Agreement" 
between the Board of Edu 
cation of the district and the 
Pasadena Education GTA / 
NEA. 

This action elicited a 
“Thank You” from one of the 
district’s high school coaches 
who noted that with that ap. 
proval, the Pasadena senior 
high coaches became the 
highest paid coaching staff 
in Los Angeles County.

plied with existing fire code 
established in 1970, which 
did not require sprinkler 
systems or smoke detectors 
to he installed. 

Chief Parrish advocates the 
voluntary installat ion of 
sprinkler systems in all ex¬ 
isting huildings. whet her 
code at construction required 
them or not. “Although in¬ 
itial installation costs are a 
burden, in the long run the 
savings in lives and the re¬ 
duction in annual fire in¬ 
surance premiums is well 
worth the effort,” he added 

Local effort is vital to 
prevent similar potential dis¬ 
asters from occurring else¬ 
where across the country. 

“Local fire codes and state 
requirements outline regula¬ 
tions to builders that would 
hopefully prevent a similar 
occurrence from taking place 
locally, although we are all 
in favor of ordinances pro¬ 
viding for mandatory sprink 
lor systems,” stated Sierra 
Madre Fire Inspector Bill 
Kramer. 

Currently, he added, the 
square footage of a building - 
determines whether or not a 
sprinkler system will be re¬ 
quired of local huildings. At 
present, there are not many 
multi-level huildings in exis¬ 
tence within the city limits, 
but the possibility exists that 
this type of structure could 
ultimately be huilt in the 
future, therefore, more strin¬ 
gent fire codes would he of 
bettor protection to the local 
residents in the event of a 
similar fire disaster.
